Tf tentative plans continue to 


be formulated at the same rate 
of progress as in the past it is 
likely that bids will be called for 
the construction of the new Chaf- 
fey junior college building unit 
next month. 

After several conferences with 
the architects, Chaffey officials 
have made progress in the plans 
to the point where it is possible 
for contractors to figure definitely 
on the plans. 

‘Ag announced previously, the 
board will seek to get the suc- 
cessful contractors to employ lo- 
ca) labor and as far as possible 
preference in materials will also 
be to local supply houses. 

With the special levy of 3v 
cents on each $100 valuation, 
which has been set by the Chaffey 
board, only a part of the proposed 
junior college building will oe 
constructed in the first project. 
Administrative offices, auditor- 
jum and some proposed class 
rooms willnot be included in the 
construction this summer. 

The Chaffey board will adver- 
tise for bids for the construction 
of the building and a few weeks 
ater will let the contract. Actual 
construction will follow this pro- 
cedure and the employment ol 
several score local men will take 
place,

A mother’s broken heart, ach- 
ing for years to hear a little 
word how her son went to his 
war-time death in a submarine 
in 1919, has been cheered by one 
of the three survivors--an Up- 
land man. 

Already saddened by the loss 
of a son in the conflict, a mother 
in Missouri, Mrs. Mary Hender- 
son Hand received a_ telegram 
sent out by the war department 
on July 30, 1919, that her son, 
Arnold G. Henderson, had gone 
down with the U. S. submarine 
G-2, The body of her dead boy 
was sent to his boyhood home in 
Chester, Ill., where his sweet- 
heart waited his release from 
service. 

The night before the tragedy, 
the son had written to his moth- 
er and had said: “Don't worry, 
everything is all right—but I 
wish next week was here to see 
where I'd be.” 

The letter came a few days af- 
ter the sad telegram. News- 
papers at the time gave a few 
details of the tragedy. But the 
sorrowing mother wanted to 
know more—wanted to talk to 
some of her son’s buddies. 

A year after the death, she 
came to California and settled 
in Long Beach.

One Fourth of July torpedo, 
carelessly thrown, took a man’s 
life almost instantly yesterday 
morning and throughout the citrus 
belt police officers were today alert 
to prevent further occurrences 
and loss of life. 

The dead man is 
Whitney, 58 years of age, Pomona, 
who died 15 minutes after a tor- 
pedo exploded within a few inches 
of his ear. Kyle Baker, 25, also 
of Pomona, is alleged to have 
thrown the torpedo into Whitney’s 
milk cab, and he is held in the 
Pomona jail on suspicion of man- 
‘slaughter. 

Both men were employes of the 
Pomona Valley Creamery and 
both were starting on their milk 
routes.

pioneer wagons to the summit. 

Here and there legible and in- 
teresting signs tell you that you 
are travelling on the route of 
the old pony express. Around 
another corner a monument 
whose legend explains some pun- 
gent bit of California history. 
Visit the stores of Placerville 
and Folsom and you may inter- 
view sons and daughters of the 
pioneers and learn from their 
lips human experiences of early 
California. The whole atmos- 
phere is steeped in sentiment. 
The entire surface of valley af- 
ter valley has been moved by 
spades in the hands of men. 
Green grass and wild flowers 
cover thousands of silent guiches 
where once men sweat in heart- 
breaking labor. 

Surely here in our sunny south 

some effort should be made to 
forever mark the paths of our 
pioneers. Our San Bernardino 
mountains still retain the wheel 
marks of old Mormon timber 
roads. Horse Thief canyon and 
the old road through Cajon pass, 
the breath-taking moments of 
this gateway to Southern Cali- 
fornia—to what extent are these 
basic events known or taught? 

Still living are a few who can 
invoke the spell of memory. 
Those reminiscences properly re- 
corded and assembled would be 
a priceless heritage for us and 
our children.

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CHANGES IN WATER 
SYSTEM ARE URGED 


Ralph Shoemaker Tells of Con- 
dition and Need For 
Consolidation 








Four outstanding needs in the 


water situation are facing the dis- | 


trict in the belief of Ralph Shoe- 
maker, hydraulic engineer’ of 
Claremont, who has been a leader 
in the local movement for con- 
servation of water and in changing 
the present irrigation system. He 
spoke recently at a meeting of the 
Rotary club in Claremont. 

The water problems and needs 
as the speaker sees them are: 

1. Learning more about the un- 
derground facilities by such stud- 
ies as the above. 


2. Establishing a new irriga- 


. tion system whereby ranchers get 


their water on a pay-as-you-irri- 
gate policy, instead of taking the 
water at regular intervals whether 
it is meeded or not. In other 
words, meter the water to the 
ranchers. 

3. Effect a consolidation of var- 
ious irrigation water companies, in 
order to save the water by econ- 
omies, etc. 

4. To save by every means of 
conservation. 

“An investigation in 1906,” said 
Mr. Shoemaker, ‘showed that 


there is an underground barrier on ; 


the east side of the San Antonio 
wash extending south of Clare- 
mont past the Santa Fe station to 
a point near the Ganesha hills. 
This dyke cuts off the water basin 
from, the Chino basin and the local 
water plane is from 300 to 400 feet 
higher than the water 
south or east.” 

Mr, Shoemaker referred to the 
fact, that this valley was built up 
by erosion and that it is believed 
to le 4000 feet down to bedrock. 

ly years past there were several 
artesian areas in this district 
where water came to the surface 
of its own accord. 

The speaker werned of the con- 
stant lowering of the water plane 
an@ the increased use of water. 
ef mention was made of the 
possibility of reclaiming water and 
he told how the Walnut valley had 
been enriched by the use of sewer 
water from Claremont, LaVerne 
and Pomona. This effluent is pur- 
ified by chemical action. The need 
for saving all sewage water is im- 
portant when it is realized that

feet of water into the ocean each } 


year, and that this is enough to 
take care of 40 per cent of the 
present population of Los Angeles. 
The Los Angeles basin overdraft 
is 100,000 acre feet a year. 

Following the meeting, Mr. 
Shoemaker was deluged with ques- 
tions. He expressed himself in no 
uncertain terms regarding com- 
munity water companies. He feels 
it was a mistake for Claremont to 
sell its system and believes that it 
would be wise to have it returned 
by purchase to the city. Further- 
more, he stated that Claremont 
with its small water basin, would 
do well to seriously consider the 
advisability of joining the metro- 
politan water district. Even 
though this water would cost 
$5,000 an inch, it can be sold for 
$15,000 an inch, he said.

Many local names are being 
placed on the petition seeking to 
have placed on the ballots in the 
November election an_ initiative 
measure giving the governor pow- 
er to appoint members of the fish 
and game commission and chang- 
ing other provisions in the com- 
mission’s powers.
